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STATE REGISTRATION OF 
NURSES 


NE of the fruits of the war has been an in- 
Wate of reason and a decrease of prejudice, 
which has led to the quick adoption of many 
reforms. Among these must be reckoned the 
movement for the registration by the State of 
trained nurses, which, after an uphill fight, suc- 
ceeded last week in getting a Bill passed -in 
Parliament through the reading, with 
sood prospects of passing speedily into law. It is 
a great victory on which the pioneers of State 
registration, several of whom have worked for 
twenty or thirty years, are to be congratulated ; 
their strenuous work, carried on through much 
discouragement, has got its reward. At the same 
time, it is but fair to add that, had not the 
College of Nursing during the past two years con- 
verted so many big training-schools to the prin- 
ciple of registration, the Bill would undoubted] 
have been opposed, and probably defeated. 

As it is, the opposition was very feeble; the 
College of Nursing, which has powerful friends, 
and might have raised controversy, decided to 
support the Bill, so as to get it through, and it 
was passed on the understanding that changes 
would be made in Committee. It is now incum- 
bent upon those in charge of the Bill (if they 
want it to become law) to make certain conces- 
sions which are demanded by the majority of 
trained nurses.

One of these concerns the constitution of the 
Council formed to calry out the provisions of the 
Act when it becomes law. In the present Bill 
out of forty-one members, only eighteen are to 
be nurses, and of these nearly half must be past 
or present matrons. ‘This is not democratic at 
all. The two-thirds of the 
Council should be eiected by and that of 

sixths should be trained nurses. More 
over, on the Provisional ( which will deal 
with things for two first Council 
is elected, the College oi with its 18,000 
members, is offered twenty- 
bight! These, and other points, will no doubt be 
amended in Committee, and there are likely to 
be so many changes that we have not printed the 
Bill in full, although its chief

The great point of importance for th« 
readers is that the Bill, if it 
gives nurses a definite status, on which untrained 
people will not be able to poach. It gives the 
nursing profession the same dignity as the medical 
profession. ‘‘ Are nurse ?’’ will 
be the test of any nurse applying for work, and 
she will answer “‘ Yes’’ with just pride. The 
effect on the whole profession from a moral point 
of view is incalculable. 

But naturally the ordinary 
is asking anxiously (as we 
spondence), ‘“ What will happen to me 
an reassure all our readers, even if the 
of any of them is slight, that nothing unjust will 
be done. Parliament, when it initiates a great 
reform, always arranges for the protection of the 
innocent! Rules may be made very strict as 
regards the training of tuture but they 
will be made easy for those who trained before 
State registration came into force, and who have 
earned their living by nursing. No nurse need 
fear that her livelihood will be endangered by the 
Bill. Just as the Midwives Act admitted bond 
fide women without examination, so this Act will 
for a period of grace admit on to the Register 
all nurses who, though they may not have gone 
through the full training, can produce evidence 
of good character and of experience in nursing. 
The exact acccanery® will be decided in due course 
by the Provisional Nursing Council; this will be 
a matter of some months at least, and plenty of 
notice will be given to nurses as to the necessary 
procedure. 

For the present, fully-trained nurses may rejoic 
at the new dignity to be added to their profession, 
and working nurse s not fully trained have no occa- 
sion to worry!

overstrain; or how these women, many of them young 
are often faced with a doomed existence on a total in 


come of 5s. per week from the National Health Com 
missioners. These are not fanciful cases ; weekly payments 
are now being made from the Tribute Fund for many 
such, in sanatoria, nursing homes, and asylums, and «# 
very large number of nurses, including those who are old 
and infirm, are receiving weekly grants in their own homes, 
sufficient to cover the cost of living with a margin for 
the little comforts necessary to their state of health 
The committee sits every fortnight to consider applica 
tions and immediate relief is given.” 

A typical case is that of a military nursing 
sister who was taken to an asylum suffering from 
mental breakdown. Her friends were not well 
off, and the pauper ward was before her when 
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the Fund took up the matter. From that moment 
she began to recover, and her first public appear- 
ince after her discharge was at an investiture at 
Buckingham Palace, where received the 
Royal Red Cross from the King. That was a case 
eeding immediate help, and it was forthcoming.

POSTES DE SECOURS? 

A MEDICAL correspondent in the Daily Telegraph 
points out the need for hospital facilities in the 
country districts. He describes a Gloucestershire 
experiment for the establishment of ‘“‘ out 
stations "’ (tuberculosis dispensaries, rooms in the 
cottage hospitals, an adapted cottage or a sec 
tional Army hut, suitably divided) with a resi- 
dent nurse—for example, the district nurse 
responsible for the place being always ready for 
use. The regular medical attendants will be the 
local practitioners, and the staff at the general 
hospital (with which the “* out-stations ’’ will be 
connected) will visit periodically for consultation 
or out-patient treatment. Dentists will also 
attend. There will be travelling trained nurses and 
rderlies for early and immediate treatment for 
venereal diseases, and trained masseurs for dis 
abled service men; minor ailments of school chil 
dren will be treated by the out-station nurse under 
the doctor. The local authorities and Government 
Departments favour the scheme, which, the 
writer points out, will bring to the gerferal popu 
lation, as well as to those groups of cases fo! 
which the community has already accepted re- 
sponsibility (tuberculosis, venereal diseases, de 
fects of school children, maternity and child wel-. 
fare, disabled soldiers), an out-patient department

LONDON LOCK HOSPITAL NURSES. ® 


Ar the annual meeting of the London Lock 
Hospital, held last week, it was reported that Miss 
Louisa Ashby (C.M.B. certificate) had been elected 
Matron of the Female Hospital from a large 
number of candidates in the place of Miss W. 
Lankester, who resigned. Miss Ashby was 


trained at the London Hospital and Queen Char- 
lotte’s Lying-in Hospital, and at the time of her 
appointment was holding the post of Assistant 
Matron of the Edmonton Military Hospital, con- 





taining 1,500 beds. 


The board was pleased to 
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acquire Miss Ashby’s services, and has already 


had reason to observe the excellent methods 
adopted, and the great interest evinced by her in 
her arduous task, especially in connection with 
the work of the new maternity ward at the in- 
stitution, which has put an additional strain upon 
ts matron. A new syllabus for the nurses’ ex- 
sminations at the hospital has been drawn up 
and adopted by the board, which has gratefully 
iccepted the offer of Mr. J. Ernest Lane, 
F.R.C.S. (formerly one of the examiners of the 
Royal College of Surgeons), to examine the 
nurses on the completion of their course. The 
nursing staff now consists of five sisters, three 
staff nurses, and fifteen probationers. The board 


decided at the end of last year to increase the 
alaries of ward sisters to £50 per annum, rising 
to £60. 

STRIKE OF MENTAL NURSES.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 
April 2nd, 1919. 

* INCE the Hungarian coup d'état the four chiefs at 
«J the Peace Conference—President Wilson, Mr. Lloyd 
George, M. Clemenceau, and Signor Orlando, have met 
daily to discuss the definite drawing up of the Pre 
liminary Treaty of Peace, to be presented to Germany, 
and to settle in principle the points on which a final 
decision had not yet been reached. 

In the French Chamber there was a heated debate 
over the proceedings of the Conferenc« Later the 
Socialist party created a disturbance as a protest against 
sending help to Russia. M. Pichon assured them that 


no Allied expedition was to be sent into Russia, but 
that Poland and Roumania must be protected against 
the Bolsheviks 

France expresses serious fears that she wil not be 
sufficiently safeguarded by the Peace Treaty After 
the signature Britain and America will retire to their 
own countries and their own affairs, and she will be 
left alone to face GCermany’s future attacks. She puts 
forward three demands: military security, that Ger 
many will be unable to profit industrially from the 
havoc she has made of the industrial centres of France 


and that Germany must ‘make good the ruinous losses 
she has inflicted on France. The French ask that the 
Saar Valley, with its mines, which in earlier times was 
part of France, should be given to her to compensat 
for her mines which the Germans destroyed. President 
Wilson will not consent to this, M. Clemenceau is deter 
mined, Mr. Lloyd endeavouring to bring 
about an agreement 

Each delegate to the International Labour Conference 
which is part of the scheme of the League of Nations, 
is to ha advisers, and where women’s interests are 
concerned, one at least of thes must 
woman. In the International Labour Office, which will 
be in the capita] of the League of Nations, a certain 
number of appointments will be held by women

THE DEBATE 

N the House of Commons on Friday last Capt. Barnett 
| St. Pancras, S.W., C.U.), in moving the second read 
ing of the Nurses’ Registration Bill, said that in the 
matter of the State registration of nurses this country 
lagged far behind many of our Colonies and many other 
countries. In this country there was nothing more vague 
or undefined in the whole realm of medicine and surgery 
than the term nurse. There was a statutory definition of 
a medical practitioner, a dentist, a midwife, but the nurse 
might be the modern counterpart of a Florence Nightin- 
gale or of a Sarah Gamp. The Bill, which had been 
prepared at the instance of the Central Committee for 
the State Registration of Nurses, representing by delega 
tion not less than 30,000 medical practitioners and nurses, 
accordingly proposed to establish a General Nursing 
Council for the training and registration of nurses in the 
United Kingdom. The. council -would be composed of 
persons appointed by the Privy Council, the Local Govern- 
ment Board, associations of registered medical practi- 
tioners, the nurse-training schools, and direct representa- 
tives of the nursing profession. While there ought to be 
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representation for the lay element, it was important in the 
nterest of the nurses that that representation should not 
be predominant. 

It was obvious that a great General Council could not 
be created at once; therefore the Council proposed was 
a Provisional Council, which would hold office for two 
vears, and would prepare rules and regulations which were 
to govern the profession of nursing and deal with the 
formation of a register of nurses. One important pro 
ision of the Bill was that when rules had been drawn up 
by the General Nursing Council for the regulation and 
discipline of the profession they would be subject to the 
approval of the Privy Council. Divisional boards were to 
be set up in England, Wales, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
they would recommend times and places for local exam 
inations. There would be an seiveal from these divisional 
boards to the council. There would be a period of three 
during which any person who was bona fide carry 
the fession of a nurse would be entitled to claim 
registration. Persons who had been trained as nurses 
inder regulations authorised by the Admiralty for the 
ck-berth staff of the Royal Navy under regulations 
authorised by the Army Council for soldiers of the Royal 
Army Medica! Corps would be entitled to be put upon the 
register. Registration was not compulsory, but the 
standard had been established for qualification and train 
ing no man or woman would be able to designate himself 
herself as a registered nurse unless he or she was 
registered. Under the Bill.there would be standardisation, 
which would be for the benefit of hospitals, the smaller 
ones especially. At the expiration of three years any 
person who claimed to be registered would be entitled to 
be registered provided that such person was a British 
subject and twenty-one years of age, and had had not 
less than three years’ training under a definite curriculum 
prescribed by the council 

Coming to the of finance, he that 
demand was made on the public purse, nor were the nurses 
asking for charity. They wanted to be a self-supporting 
and self-respecting profession It was estimated that 
there were 80,000 practising nurses in the United King 
dom, and that 50,000 would register in the first-year. If 
there was a professional fee of two guineas, that would 
mean 100,000 guineas, which invested would provide 5,000 
and as time went on there would be a sufficient 
income to carry out all the purposes of the Act. The 
promoters of the Bill had no megalomania. They did not 
desire to erect enormous offices in which the business of 
the General Council would be carried on; it was not in 
thei programme He reminded those who were opposed 
to State registration that that principle had been affirmed 
by this House; and to those who were in favour of the 
principle, but would prefer some method of State regis 
tration other than that proposed in the Bill, he appealed 
assent to the second reading of the measure, leaving 
details to be discussed in Committee. 

Mr. Briant (Lambeth, N., L.) said he convinced 
that unless steps were taken to give nurses the 
status which they had a right to demand there would be 
a scarcity of nurses in the future, and the Ministry of 
Health would be unable to carry on its work efficiently. 
The avenues of employment open to women were increas 
ing in number, and if the standing of nurses and their 
conditions of service were not improved women of the 
class which it was desirable to secure for the nursing 
profession would enter other employments, and the health 
of the nation would suffer as a consequence. 

“Too Mopest . : 

Sir D. Maclean (Peebles and Southern, L.) supported 
the second reading. Some such measure was almost neces 
sary as a complement to the Ministry of Health Bill; it 
was a much-needed recognition of the splendid work 
women had been doing all these years; and it was called 
for by the overwhelming necessities of the nation at a 
time when defective units should be repaired as speedily 
as possible. The Bill would require careful attention in 
Committee. Some very earnest medical reformers held 
that the training of nurses should not be less than three 
vears.

skilled and zealous body of nurses was not to be found 
in the United Kingdom.

He was told that some of the 
great hospitals opposed the State registration of nurses

Act, that the largest number. of nurses would go to those 
institutions which gave the best training. He appealed 
to the Local Government Board to support the Bill,

The public 
did not at all realise what nursing meant—how much it 
took out of the nurse, and how much she had to do, with 
no prospect of providing for old age. The registration 
of nurses was exceedingly important from the point of 
view of the public, because there was no question that in 
certain cases nurses sent out from the smaller Homes in 
the suburbs were of the class of parlourmaids who had had 
no proper training at all. 
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Mr. W. Graham (Edinburgh, Central, Lab.) suggested 
that thére was not sufficient provision in the Bill for the 
adequate representation of the rank and file of the pro 
fession on the council, with a view to securing their good 
will and co-operation, and, further, that there was no 
provision for enforcing proper remuneration and minimum 
rates of pay. There were some public health authorities

MEETING IN LonDON. 

HE Hon, Sir Arthur Stanley presided over a large 

meeting at the Royal Automobile Club last Thursday, 
when an appeal was made on behalf of the Nation’s 
Fund for Nurses. The need for a powerful organisation 
of nurses was very necessary, and also for a fund to 
relieve the many nurses who after four and a half years 
of war had broken doWn under the stress and strain of 
the work. Happily, they had been able to meet the many 
requests for help in this respect. 

Sir James Cantlie spoke in appreciation of the work of 
nurses. Only those who, like himself, had the experience 
if pre-Nightingale days could realise what had been done. 
Modern nursing began in England; it had many imitators, 
but none equalled the British nurse. She had raised the 
standard throughout the world. Yet how little was done 
for these nurses after their hospital days! They had -no 
home, no centre to turn to. Doctors had the Royal 
College of Surgeons. Sir Arthur Stanley had formed the 
College that nurses might have their College of Nurses. 
They ought to be on an equal platform with surgeons, 
for they did much more for the patient than the surgeon 
did. Were they not worthy of such a monument from the 
nation for what they had done in the war? Many honours 
had been conferred on nurses, but the body of nurses 
wanted recognition. The O.B.E. did not mean a liveli 
hood. They wanted something more than stripes ard 
decorations. Their pay was small, infinitesima]. Doctors 
ought to be patients to know the value of nurses. 

Miss Compton said that to give this tribute to nurses 
was not only a national duty, but a national debt. It was 
a debt of honour. It was said that benevolence was a 
great consoler, its companion virtue was gratitude. Every 
woman was proud of her calling, but nursing was the 
proudest, noblest calling of all, and that was why they 
(the Committtee of the British Women’s Hospitals) meant 
to help them. Miss Cox-Davies spoke of the need for 
the College. Nursing could be taught in any school, for 
any time, and in any manner. There was no standard, 
and the public were never sure of getting a fully qualified 
woman. The College would lay down a standard. Regis- 
tration was a corner-stone, but it would not do everything 
The College would supply the machinery to give it effect 
Much had been said about what nurses had done in the 
war, but many women had envied them their qualifica 
tions which allowed them to do the work. 

Sir J. Frbes Robertson spoke from personal experience 
of the invaluable services of two patient watching women. 

Mrs. Lionel Harris praised the nurse as a dispenser of 
personal vitality. The doctor might put back a bone, 
but the nurse pat back hopefulness into the poor broken 
man. The nursing profession was not sufficiently appre 
ciated, not sufficiently paid, not sufficiently idealised. 

Lady Cowdray said the Fund was already paying out 
large sums to necessitous cases. 





CoLLece Arms. 

An interesting interview with Miss Rundle on the aims 
of the College appears in the Morning Post. She expresses 
the opinion that nurses should have one day in seven 
free, and shorter. hours generally, but that the difficulty 
is lack of accommodation. Then there is the need for 
better teaching, and, above all, for better pay. For 
trained nurses Wetns in hospital it should be not less than 
£50. “ We are meeting with sympathy everywhere, and 
the hospital training schools are with us. We are working 
with them and receiving much encouragement.”’ 

This article states that the Salaries Committee (whose 
names we published recently) is considering also hours, 
food, general conditions, accommodation, etc.

At her trial she said : ‘‘My object was 
to get the men sent to me across the frontier; once there, 
they were free.’’ Absorbed in her work as head of a 
Nurses’ School she never dreamt of running a recruiting 
otlice or a spy service. She wished to save men, English 
men first, then Allies, and she gave herself up entirely to 
this humanitarian and patriotic work. If one considers the 
results of her activity, it was not in vain. She saved from 
illness, from fatigue, from certain imprisonment several 
hundred fugitive soldiers She admitted passing two 
hundred men on to the frontier, but thanks to the ramifi 
cations due to a great extent to her initiative the number:

DEPUTATION from the Penal Reform League and 
A other societies (including the R.B.N.A. and _ the 
N.U.T.N.) was received by the Home Secretary last week 
Among the reforms urged were the provision of reception 
houses for unconvicted prisoners, the appointment of 
women governors and women medical officers for women’s 
prisons, @nd of trained women nurses in all prisons, the 
discontinuance of various degrading punishments, and the 
spy-hole. The deputation also made suggestions in regard 
to improved hygiene and sanitary arrangements, and urged 
the encouragement by magistrates of juvenile Courts 
Mr. Shortt in his reply pointed out that a good deal had 
been done in the direction of prison reform during the last 
ten or twenty years, and that the spirit of progress was 
still strong. 


MISS LUCKE’S WILL 


"T° HE late Miss Luckes left property of the value of 

£4,178; among other legacies £100 is left to the secre 
tary, Mr. Morris, £200 to Dr. Thompson, her medical 
attendant. £100 each’ to her assistants, Ethel Sandifer and 
Janet Scott, £200 for placing a portrait or bust of Lord 
Knutsford in the Nurses’ Home.

DISTRICT NURSING AND THE 
HEALTH MINISTRY 
~ PEAKING at Oriel College, Oxford, on “ The 
Ministry of Health Bill and its Probable Effect, on 
Village Nursing Associations,’’ the Countess of March 
said there had been some speculation as to the position of 
the voluntary organisations under the new Ministry. What 
would probably happen was that where the local associa 
tion was dealing properly and efficiently with the needs of 
its district, that association would be assisted with grants, 
but allowed to retain its voluntary character in the main. 
Together with the grants of public money there would, of 
course, have to be a certain standard of efficiency, and in 
cases where this was not maintained or where there was 
no existing local association, the State would, no doubt, 
set up its own organisation 


NURSING SUPERINTENDENTS. 

In her own county—Sussex—they had long employed a 
nursing superintendent, and had found this method of 
inestimable value. Not merely was the nursing super 
intendent responsible for the satisfactory working of the 
organisation, but she was a great help to young and newly 
qualified nurses, who during the first year were often 
rather at sea not knowing whom to nurse and how to 
organise the work to general satisfaction 

Another point on which the speaker laid emphasis was 
that all nursing must come under the District Nursing 
Association. In many cases before the wat 
number of people were concerned with one aspect or 
another of, say, a maternity case, and it was easily pos 
sible for three or four people, all with the best possible 
intentions, to call at a woman’s house at practically the 
same time about the same thing

COUNTY COUNCIL GRANTS. 

In reply to questions, the Countess of March said it 
important that associations 
ordinated into County Federations, and these in turn 
affiliated to the central organisation in London the 
Q.V.J.I.), which was constantly in touch with the local 
government departments, and, representing as it did so 
many counties, was frequently able to influence depart 
mental and government action in the interests of the 
work. With regard to grants, the Sussex County Conncil 
was giving 50 per cent. (up to £50) towards the work of 
the local associations, which was a satisfactory and even 
a handsome contribution. In conclusion, the speaker said 
they might rest assured that wherever possible the new 
Ministry would allow local associations to retain the 
voluntary character which was so priceless a possession,

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SCOTTISH MATRONS’ 


fF HE annual meeting of the Scottish Matrons’ Associa- 
tion was held in the Christian Institute, Glasgow, on 
March 28th, Miss Melrose, Royal Infirmary, Glasgow, pre- 
siding. An apology for absence was read from Miss Gill, 
Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh, who is absent at the Red 
Cross Conference at Cannes. The minutes of last meeting 
were read by the secretary, and approved. 

Miss Melrose said it was gratifying to them in Scot 
land to think that Miss Gill had been asked to such an 
important conference, at which she and a London matron 
were representing the nursing profession. On her return 
she would doubtless have something interesting to tell 
them. All matrons had felt the strain of the years of 
war work, especially those in military hospitals, and many 
were a good deal more than five years older. There were 
also strenuous times ahead in the great reconstructive 
period, with its problems of salaries, eight-hours’ day, 


et She thought no one who had tried it found that 
three shifts in twenty-four hours worked very well. It 
was better to try to give the nurses a shorter day. One 


matron who had tried the eight-hours day found that the 
nurses were so looking forward to the end of the eight 
hours that they thought little of the work being done! 
There was a danger of nursing being made too com 
mercial. Still, they had got to move with the times. 
Public opinion just now was for as short a day’s work 
as possible, with as large a salary as possible. She 
thought it was time to raise the nurse’s salary, and most 
hospitals had done so. She would be sorry to see volun- 
tary hospitals put under State control. War nurses were 
beginning to come home, seemingly, in good health, but 
she thought there would be many breakdowns after they 
took up work again. The majority of nurses in military 
hospitals had had a very strenuous time, and she was 
afraid, especially in the case of those coming from the 


East, that they would always be breaking down. They 
had got to make provision for this by increasing the 
staffs 


With regard to the College of Nursing, there had been 
a large meeting in Edinburgh last week, and they in 
Glasgow must not lag behind Miss Lindsay, the secre 
tary, was always glad to see those ready to join the 
Glasgow centre 

Various business was proceeded with. Officers were re 
elected, and Miss White, Q.V.J.I.N., Edinburgh, was 
made a member of Council. The following new members 
were proposed and seconded : Miss Mary Miller, Superin 
tendent, Q.V.J.1., Training Home, Edinburgh; Miss 
Cecilia B. Robb, Senior Inspector of Q.V.J.I.; Miss 
Cameron, Sick Children’s Hospital, Glasgow; Miss 
Rumsey, late of Q.V.J.I., Edinburgh; Mrs. Freer, Hawk- 
head Asylum, Paisley ; and Miss Pike, now Sec retary of 
the Scottish Board of the College of Nursing, were re 
tiring, and became honorary members. Miss Melrose 
expressed regret that Miss Cowper, the Secretary, who 
had worked so well for them ever since the Matrons’ 
Association began, now wished to be relieved of her duties. 
Miss Thyne, Matron of West House, Edinburgh Royal 
Asylum, after being proposed and seconded in the usual 
way, had kindly consented to take up the work of the 
Secretaryship. Miss Filley and Miss Walker were ap- 
pointed additional members of Council. 

Miss White, representing the Committee for Demobilisa 
tion and Resettlement of Nurses, gave some account of the 
first meeting of the Committee, referring to Miss Shep 
hard’s résumé of the work done in London. She men- 
tioned that it would probably be difficult to find vacancies 
for senior matrons and sisters-in-charge. The question 
of supplying grants to nurses coming home from abroad 
to enable them to train for the C.M.B. certificate had 
been discussed, but nothing had been decided. It was 
thought that nurses in such a position should be able to 
provide for themselves in this respect. Miss Marchant, 
Glasgow, represented the L.G.B. on the Committee; Miss 
Melrose and Miss White were Matron Representatives, and 
Miss Gill represented the Scottish Matrons’ Association. 

With reference to the question of grants (from the Red 
Cross) for nurses coming from abroad, Miss Melrose said 
that they had had larger salaries than those who had

Miss Tancred, Director of the Scottish Training Home 
for Police Women and Patrols, Glasgow, gave an interest 
ing address on “ Why we need Police Women.” She 
said there were certain police duties that could really be 
properly performed only by women, duties that the men 
constables were only too thankful to hand over if trained 
and official women were available. Merely on the pre- 
ventive side women could do much valuable work among 
young girls. In the age-long problem of the girls on the 
streets, men had had the say for a long time, and evolved 
nothing except to bring the girl before the court, from 
which she went on, having sunk just a little farther 
down. Women police got in touch with the girls, many 
of whom had shaken off parental control. She herself 
had met in the Strand zirls from the North of Scotland, 
and got them persuaded to go back to their homes. (Ap 
plause.) Out of 210 cases, between forty and fifty women

had been found suffering from venereal disease. In such 
cases women were able to elicit facts from them, and 
arrange for treatment, as men could never do. Miss 
Tancred found her so-called “ rest-hour’’ in the Police 
Station, a most valuable part of her training. Never 
before did women have access to a Police Station. There 
should be women there to attend to the women. It was 
perfectly shocking that all the time the women were 
dealt with by men-constables. Women-officers were also 


necessary in the Juvenile Courts. Many cases of criminal 
assault were never brought into court, simply because the 
virl would not tell the facts to men. 

Miss Melrose, in thanking Miss ‘Tancred, 
address had been a clear demonstration of the 
women patrols and police.
